The screams of the mother and 
the other women brought men 
from the mill who made several 
dives for the body but were’ 
unable to rescue it in time to save | 
it’s life. It is said that the water 
is about eighteen feet deep at 
the point where the body went 
down. The body was finally 
rescued by the use of king poles, 
which were caught in the child’s 
clothing, after it had been in the 
water for more than one hour. 

The news of the sad tragedy 
spread quickly over the entire 
town and in every mouthis a 
word of deep sympathy for the 
unfortunate parents of the little 
girl.
